L. I.. for 23 years 
an exercise boy for trainer Hirsch Jacobs. 
Finney was given the nickname “Mickey 
Who Me” by Jacobs. because, whenever 
anything went wrong. Mickey was blamed, 
and when accused. he always answered. 
“Mickey. who me?” 

The horse Mickey Who Me ran some 
good races for Jacobs until he was 
claimed recently. The 43-year-old Finney 
said he missed the horse. but that he was 
more attached to 2 stable ponies named 
Milton and Flash. 

Jacobs’ sons Tom and John. who serve 
as assistant trainers. maintain that a 
horse called Champion Liar also was 
named for Mickey. but Mickey said. “Not 
on your life.” 

Mickey came to the race track at the 
age of 18. Bored with school. he figured 
that life at the track might be the 
pleasantest way to make a living. 

Mickey has been a diligent worker for 
Jacobs. and has helped educate many 
jockeys in the rudiments of the trade 
among them Mike Sorrentino. Walter 
Blum. Joe and Danny Rienzi. and Buddy 
Mills. He now has taken on 2 18-year- 
olds. Carlos Lopez and Neil Monahan. 

Mickey likes to break in young riders. 
“It's a pleasure. especially when they 
have it—and ‘it’ is hands. Also the will 


to learn. Then it’s easy. If they don’t. all 
the teaching in the world won't help.”

Stymie never presented a problem. “He 
understood me, we never had _ problems. 
Palestinian was easy to control, and Hail 
to Reason was a pleasure to work with.” 

But it hasn’t all been easy. “Our John 
Wm. savaged me a few times, and step- 
ped on me. Darling Patrice fell on me 
twice. I'll never forget them.” 

Jacob said of Mickey: “He is the grand- 
stand’s No. 1 Turf advisor. Seriously. 
though, he is a hard-working man. He is 
reliable. and everyone around the barn 
always kids him. He’s a lot of fun. It 
never stops.” 

Mickey speaks just as well of Jacobs. 
“What can I say about a man who I have 
been with 23 years. He has been won- 
derful to me.

Sick Call 


The New York division of the Horse- 
men’s Protective and Benevolent Associa- 
tion and the New York Racing Associa- 
tion have co-operated in the opening at 
Belmont Park of racing’s first sick bay 
for backstretch employees. 

The infirmary, located in the admini- 
stration building, is open for “sick call’ 
each day from 10 a.m. until noon. An 
average of 16 patients a week are taking 
advantage of the free service, and, as the 
word gets around, there unquestionably 
will be many more who will do so. 

According to the HBPA, the infirmary 
will prove especially helpful in lessening 
the time lost to minor illnesses and in 
reducing the costs of medical care to the 
men.

A majority of the ATBA members and 
two-thirds of the owners association mem- 
bers must approve the merger . . . If 
the merger is approved. the Trustees of 
the 2 associations will meet in New York 
on approximately June 2. At that time 
the merger will formally take effect. and 
an interim group of officers will be chosen 
to serve until the new Association can 
hold its first meeting at Saratoga in 
August. Officers then will be elected to 
serve for a full year.” 

Concerning The Blood-Horse. the let- 
ter reports that a supplemental agreement 
by the trustees of the 2 associations “pro- 
vide for the establishment of a permanent 
Committee on Publications. which is to 


consist of 5 Founder members of the 


United organization. The agreement 
states: ‘Said Committee shall have the 


full management and control of the pub- 
lication of The Blood-Horse and of. its 
operating policies and procedures; pro- 
vided. however. that said magazine shall 
at all times be devoted to the general 
objects and purposes of the newly formed 
organization. 

Voting members of the United 
Thoroughbred Owners and Breeders. Inc., 
if the merger is approved. will include 
the full membership of the ATBA,. about 
180. and the present 93 Founder mem- 
bers of the ATOA. of which about 30 
are also in the ATBA. 

“Dues for the United association will 
be determined at the annual meeting at 
Saratoga. The dues schedule for the 
American Thoroughbred Owners Associ- 
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ation is: Founder member initiation fee 
$1.000. annual dues $100. Regular mem- 
ber initiation fee $100. annual dues $50. 
There are at present 93 founder members 
who have a vote, and 198 regular or non- 
voting members. Total membership 291, 
of whom about 60 belong to both organi- 
zations. 

“Of the 291 members of the owners as- 
sociation. a majority have voluntarily 
signed cards authorizing deductions by 
race tracks of 5° of all fees (nomination, 
eligibility. entry. starting fees in 
stakes-class races) earned by their horses. 
Annual income from this source has 
averaged $42.500 for the last 2 years. 
Consideration of this plan and/or other 
means of financing the United association 
will be the first order of business at the 
annual meeting to be held at Saratoga 
in August.”

Investment in Information 


The 1960 edition of Thoroughbred 
Broodmare Records will list 18.042 brood- 
mares and the records of their 29,773 
sons and daughters which started in 1960. 
The book of 1.170 pages also will list the 
mares under their sires and will index 
starters in alphabetical order with cross 
reference to their dams. The Blood-Horse 
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will publish Thoroughbred Broodmare 
Records late in June. 
Since 1940, when this invaluable refer- 
ence series began, the number of brood- 
mares with produce to race in North 
America has increased from 7.717 to 18.- 
042, a gain of 133 per cent. During the 
same period the number of starters in- 
creased from 13.257 to 29.773. a gain of 
125 per cent. These two figures show 
that the number of starters per mare has 
decreased slightly. The number of start- 
ers per mare was largest in 1950 and in 
1958, the figure being 1.76 in both years. 
Last year there were 1.65 starters per 
mare. 
As usual, purchasers will have a choice 
between a buckram cover and a fine hand- 
tooled steerhide binding. Most of the ear- 
lier volumes of Thoroughbred Sires and 
Dams, predecessor of Thoroughbred 
Broodmare Records, are now out of print. 
and second-hand copies ordinarily sell at 
a higher price than was originally paid 
for them. 
Beginning with 1958, the list of runners 
under the names of their sires was with- 
drawn from the broodmare book and was 
included, in more detailed format. in 
American Race Horses, published by the 
American Thoroughbred Breeders Asso- 
ciation. The 1960 edition of American 
Race Horses is now in the final stages of 
preparation; it should be published short- 
ly after the “mare book.” 
The sire list in American Race Horses 
is complementary to the records in the 
older series in which the performance of 
each starter is given under the name of 
the dam. Under the name of each sire. 
the record of each of his runners is given. 
and the runners are listed according to 
the year in which they were foaled. The 
class of each winner is indicated. and the 
number of starts and wins and amount of 
money earned are given for each runner. 
Annual and cumulative earnings indexes 
are given for all sires represented by 
starters in the course of the year. 
The 2 books provide the Thoroughbred 
breeder with the most comprehensive data 
available anywhere in the world for de- 
termining the relative merit of brood- 
mares and stallions, insofar as judgment 
may be based on past performances.

ARRY BACK, decisive winner of the 87th Kentucky 

Derby on May 6, came out of the race with all the 
resilience which has characterized his strenuous 
career. On May 7 he was flown to Garden State 
Park to rest for a few days and to parade between 
races on May 10, and at the week’s end he was to 
be sent to Pimlico. His next objective was the 
Preakness Stakes, on May 20. 

Four other Kentucky Derby starters were being 
pointed for the Pimlico classic. F. W. Hooper’s Cro- 
zier, which was second in the Derby; the Bieber- 
Jacobs Stable’s Dr. Miller, which finished strongly 
in fourth place; and Sherluck and Globemaster, fifth 
and sixth, were sent directly to Pimlico. Bass Clef, 
the Michigan-bred gelding which finished third, had 
not been nominated for the Preakness and was sent 
to Chicago, where Loyal Son, Light Talk, and Dear- 
born were to go later. The Alberta Ranches’ entry, 
Four-and-Twenty and Flutterby, and Ronnie’s Ace 
were returned to California, and plans were made 
to race On His Metal and Jay Fox at Delaware Park. 
Trainer Tom Waller, undecided whether to send 
Ambiopoise to the Preakness, returned him to New 
York. 


Carry Back’s victory in the Kentucky Derby was 
a popular one; the bettors sent him off as a 5-to-2 
favorite. An admiring trainer had said, “That 


scrawny-looking little colt of Jack Price’s knows 
where the finish is. Wet or dry, he’s the one they’ve 
all got to beat.” 

Although the outcome of the race wasn’t sur- 
prising (Carry Back had it on past performances, if 
not on looks), the condition of the track was. The 
day before the Derby, torrents of rain fell on Chur- 
chill Downs, turning the racing strip into a quag- 
mire. The rain stopped by Saturday morning, but 
more was predicted, and the skies were overcast. 
Then the weather gradually cleared and a strong 
drying wind came to the aid of the crews, which 
were frantically harrowing the track. The first 3 
races on the program were run over a muddy track. 
For the fourth and fifth the track was slow, and 
for the sixth race it was good. By the time the 
band played ““My Old Kentucky Home,” the harrows 
had combed and spread until the track looked to be 
fast. It looked better than it was; there were wet 
patches underneath in the slight depressions, and 
they were muddy. 

When the starters were led from the stabling 
area past the stands to the paddock, Carry Back 
was pulling his groom along, shaking his head, and 
now and then kicking up his heels. One hardboot 
remarked to another, “I would never have bet on 
him if I’d seen him first.” Carry Back was small and

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unattractive. Under 1,000 pounds in weight, he was 
high-headed, narrow, long-backed, herring-gutted, 
and sickle-hocked, but his record was proof of his 
class and soundness. He had the longest tail since 
Whirlaway. 


The Race 


Four-and-Twenty, breaking alertly from the No. 
4 post, burst into the lead, but when Globemaster 
rushed by him a few strides later Johnny Longden 
eased Four-and-Twenty away from the rail and 
steadied him in second place. At the end of the 
first quarter, Globemaster led Four-and-Twenty by 
114 lengths, and Crozier was in third place a length 
farther back. 

By the end of the second quarter Globemaster 
had increased his advantage to 3 lengths, and Cro- 
zier now was second on the rail, a head in front of 
the California horse, and it was a good 5 lengths 
farther back to the nearest pursuer. Longden then 
decided on a tactic that would discourage, for the 
time being, at least, the free-running Crozier. He 
moved Four-and-Twenty forward a bit, thereby giv- 
ing Crozier’s rider, Braulio Baeza, a problem of 
choice — whether to content himself with the pre- 
vailing pace, or to pull around Four-and-Twenty 
and go for the lead. Baeza chose the latter course, 
and he lost some ground. 

At the end of the first 6 furlongs Four-and- 
Twenty was lapped on Globemaster, Crozier was 2 
lengths farther back and 6 lengths clear of the field. 
At this point Carry Back was 11th, about 17 lengths 
off the pace, and Bass Clef trailed. 

Going into the far turn, Crozier had regained 
his momentum and was closing in. At the quarter- 
pole Four-and-Twenty took the lead from Globe- 
master, and Crozier, running easily, increased the 
pressure. About 6 lengths farther back, Sherluck 
was fourth. Carry Back, close behind, had come be- 
tween horses and now was bearing down on the 
outside. In the upper stretch, the pacemaker began 
to retire, and Crozier moved ahead. Bass Clef was 
threading his way between beaten horses. and 
Carry Back was making up ground. With less than 
a furlong to go, Crozier had a 2-length lead and ap- 
peared to be a certain winner, but in the final six- 
teenth he began to labor, and Carry Back came on 
to win by three-quarters of a length. Bass Clef was 
third, 2 lengths farther back, and it was another 
214 lengths to Dr. Miller. 

The fractional times were :2345, :2345, :2345, 
72445, and :27+;. Carry Back’s final time of 2:04 
was 2%; seconds slower than Whirlaway’s record, 
set in the 1941 Derby. 

If anyone had told Jack Price a year ago that 
his homely colt would be, in May of 1961, the best 
of the 3-year-olds, the trainer would have laughed. 
“TI didn’t think much of him,” Price said recently, 
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Into the first turn, Globemaster led Crozier (on rail) 
and Four-and-Twenty. Carry Back led only 4 horses, and 
Dr. Miller and Bass Clef trailed. Globemaster led 
throughout the backstretch and until Crozier took the 
advantage at the top of the stretch. Carry Back’s move 
began at the far turn. 
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Into the stretch, Globemaster (rail) held a narrow advantage over Four-and-Twenty, and Crozier was in third place. 


Sherluck was fourth, and Carry Back was about to move past him on the outside. In another furlong, Crozier had the lead. 


“and so I decided to race him early and 
often. to get as much out of him as I could 
before he faded.” 

Carry Back raced 21 times as a 2-year- 
old. starting 7 times before he left Florida 
in April. Before he quit for the year. 
Carry Back won the Garden State and 
Cowdin Stakes. He had finished second 
in the Florida Breeders. Christiana. and 
Dover Stakes. third in the Tyro. Great 
American. and Sapling Stakes. and fourth 
in the World’s Playground. When he re- 
tired for the season. he had earned $286.- 
299. Given 122 pounds in the Experi- 
mental Free Handicap. he was ranked 4 
pounds below Hail to Reason. the leading 
2-year-old of 1960. 

In his first race this season. Carry Back 
finished fourth to Vapor Whirl. Crozier. 
and Nashua Blue in the Bahamas Stakes 
on February 1. He then won the Ever- 


glades and Flamingo Stakes. and was third 
to Beau Prince and Crozier in the Foun- 
tain of Youth. He won the Florida Derby. 
but in the Wood Memorial. his last race 
before the Kentucky Derby, Globemaster 
opened such a formidable lead that Carry 
Back could not overtake him. 

The Kentucky Derby raised Carry 
Back’s earnings to $612.868. and the colt 
has shown no signs of fading. Price told 
Joe Hirsch. of the Racing Form, that as 
long ago as last winter he had promised 
Garden State Park president Eugene Mori 
to run Carry Back in the $100.000 Jersey 
Derby on May 30. 4 days before the $125.- 
000-added Belmont Stakes. this 
week released him from the commitment, 
but Price said that Carry Back would go 
in the Belmont only if he won at Pimlico. 
If Carry Back was beaten in the Preak- 
ness. he would run in the Jersey Derby. 


He Stepped Over His Pedigree

If Carry Back had failed to win the 
Kentucky Derby. his defeat would have 
been explained by about thousand 
breeders using the same expression. “He 
stepped on his pedigree.” they would have 
said. almost in unison. In winning the 
classic. Carry Back stepped outside his 
pedigree—and on..the pedigrees of a 
whole generation of American Thorough- 
bred breeding. A Kentucky Derby field 
incapable of top-flight performance at 
a mile and a quarter was the expected 
harvest from half a century of condition 
books with premiums for speed and pen- 
alties for stamina. 


Carry Back won from the most worn 
out field in the history of the Derby 
reduced to 114 
miles in 1896. He ran the last quarter- 
mile in 2545 seconds or thereabouts while 
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since its distance was 


the leaders were backing up to him with 
final quarters in :26°5 (Crozier) and :29 
(Four-and-Twenty and Globemaster). 
These approximations of individual time 
for the stretch run were minimum esti- 
mates. based on 114 lengths for a fifth 
of a second. Bass Clef covered the last 
quarter in about the same time as_ the 
winner. and Dr. Miller did it about three- 
fifths of a second faster to finish fourth. 

When Four-and-Twenty and Globemas- 
ter reached the quarter-pole. the time 
for the first mile was recorded as 1:3615. 
Carry Back. according to chartmaker Bud 
Lyon. was about 13 lengths off the pace 
at that point. He reached the finish in 
2:04. The 2745 seconds between quarter- 
pole and finish was a record for slowness 
in the Derby. barring a few cases when 
the track was muddy or heavy. 


If Tom Barry had a 3-year-old within 
10 pounds of *Cavan or *Celtic Ash. he 
had an excellent chance of saddling the 
Belmont Stakes winner for the third 
time in 4 years. 

Saggy. the Derby winner's sire, was 
culled out of the yearlings at Greentree 
Farm in 1946 and sold privately. along 
with others. to J. F. Flanagan, then to 
Janon Fisher Jr.. of Maryland. who. in- 
cidentally bred the dam of Bally Ache. 
Fisher arranged a sale of the youngster, 
but the expected payment failed to mater- 
ialize. When it became apparent that the 
private sale was off, the colt was put 
up for auction, at Timonium early in 
November of 1946. Stanley Sagner bought 
him for $4.700. 

Sagner. a newcomer to racing. did the 
bidding himself. without advice of coun- 
sel. since trainer L. E. Ogle was late in 
arriving. When the new owner exhibited 
his purchase. the trainer shook his head. 
The colt was slightly back at the knees, 
straight in the pasterns. big in the feet, 
and curby in the hocks. His excellence

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was not visible at the time. of course. but 
Saggy was to win 8 of his 14 races and 
earn $62.340. his victories including the 
Aberdeen Stakes at 2 and the E. R. Brad- 
ley Memorial Handicap and Chesapeake 
Trial Stakes at 3. He set a 3-furlong track 
record for Gulfstream Park in his first 
start. set a world record record for 415 
furlongs in the Aberdeen Stakes. and de- 
feated Citation in the Chesapeake Trial. 
Saggy went to the stud at the Country 
Life Farm established at Bel Air. Md.. 
by the late Adolphe Pons and operated 
by his sons John and Joe Pons. (At the 
Sinclair dispersal in 1930 Adolphe Pons 
had bought the speedster Ariel. half- 
brother to the good stakes winner Nedana. 
dam of Swing and Sway. sire of Saggy.) 
Before the advent of Carry Back. Sagey 


had proved his value as a sire: the earn- 
ings index of his progeny was 1.66 at 


the end of 1959. The average distance of 
races won by his offspring. excluding 2- 
year-olds, was 6.84 furlongs at the end 
of 1960. 


Carry Back. however. was an unusual 


individual. His knees were slightly for- 
ward. his legs were long and light. his 


body was narrow. his flank so shallow— 
and his sting so poisonous—as to make 
one think of a wasp. In retrospect. it ap- 
peared likely that he had no greater 
courage than Saggy; it was probably the

difference between sprinting sire and 
Derby-winning offspring. 
Joppy. the dam of Carry Back. goes 


into history as having raised the price 
of $300 mares by about 50 per cent and 
the hopes of their owners by about 300 
per cent. Her sire and maternal grand- 
sire. both “well bred.” lacked distinction 
of any kind on the track or in the stud. 


ing in the immediate family attested the 
hidden merit which was to be revealed 
in Carry Back. *Whizz Bang, her third 
dam. though bred in England, came from 
a family which had flourished in the U. S. 
*Whizz Bang was by Sunstar out of the 
Fitzwilliam Stakes winner Waterwillow, 
by “Watercress out of the Hobart Stakes 
winner Maxine, by *Maxim_ out of 
Firenze’s sister Fleurette. by Glenelg out 
of Hindoo’s sister Florida. 

Joppy was bred by Dr. Charles Kron- 
feld. a noted brain surgeon, of Herndon, 
Va. The 7 races she ran were under the 
colors of S. Wisnick Jr.. who must have 
seen more merit in her than in- 
dicated by her actual performance. After 
racing Joppy 3. times unsuccessfully 
against weak competition in Ohio. he put 


her into competition against males in 
the 1,4-mile Spalding Lowe Jenkins 
Stakes, in which she broke badly and 


finished a poor last. Joppy was 75 to 1 
for this race, and she was better than 
150 to 1 when she next came out, again 
in competition with males. in the En- 
durance Handicap at Bowie. She was 
last again, beaten more than 40 lengths. 
The tentative conclusion is that Joppy 
must have been a morning glory of the 
brightest hue. 

Joppy died at Ocala Stud on April 4. 
She left a yearling colt and a suckling

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New York. Stewards this week exon- 
erated trainer Clyde Troutt for the stimu- 
lation of Chief of Chiefs before the Tobog- 
gan Handicap and ordered that the purse 
be redistributed, moving April Skies to 
first place. Sweet William to second, and 
Mito to third. 

Said the stewards: “After reviewing the 
evidence produced by the investigation, we 
have decided that there was no negligence 
or carelessness on the part of Mr. Troutt 
or any of his employees, and that no 
motive has been found for the stimulation 
of this horse, and that no evidence was 
found that Mr. Troutt or any of his em- 
ployees had anything to do with the 
stimulation.” 

The ruling, the second of its kind in 
New York this year, was made public on 
Monday, May 8. On the previous Satur- 
day, Chief of Chiefs had scored over 
April Skies in the Carter Handicap, which 
will go into the record books as his first 
stakes victory. To Troutt, who saw in the 
Carter a vindication of sorts, the race was 
very nearly as satisfactory as the stewards’ 
ruling. It was Chief of Chiefs’ fourth 
straight success. 

When Troutt was interviewed after the 
race by TV announcer Win Elliott, he 
said, “I was really happy he won, because 
everybody thought he was hopped.” Later, 
as the horse cooled out, Troutt was sorry 
he had said it. “It was burning inside of 
me all week. I couldn’t help it. I'm just 
a country boy, and I had to express my 
convictions. You do those things.” 

In readying Chief of Chiefs for the 
Carter, Troutt kept the horse under close 
scrutiny day and night. “I even switched 
horses around, so no one would know 
which stall he was in,” and when I fed 
the horse, I made sure a Pinkerton was 
watching.” 

The 60-year-old trainer, who once served 
3 years as a steward for the state of 
Illinois, said, “There has been no differ- 
ence in the way he has been running. I 
wasn’t afraid of running the horse in the 
Carter. I expect to be around here quite 
a while, and I’m tickled to death every- 
thing has turned out this way. I’m prob- 
ably the happiest guy in the whole outfit.” 
Two days later the stewards made him 
even happier.

Good News from Chief of Chiefs 
And The New York Stewards

beginning to seem unlikely that the 
Queens County district attorney and 
agents of the Thoroughbred Racing Pro- 
tective Bureau will turn up very much. 

The first Coramine case was reported 
officially on April 1, involving the filly 
Keep Ideals, trained by Hirsch Jacobs. A 
saliva test, made after her winning race 
on March 23, had revealed the presence 
of nikethamide. The second drugging. of 
Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s Chief of Chiefs. first 
in the Toboggan on April 24, was re- 
ported on April 27. 

Chief of Chiefs had won 2 straight be- 
fore the incident; Keep Ideals won 3 races 
after it. Both trainers questioned the test- 
ing techniques, pointing out that niketha- 
mide (Coramine) was closely related to 
nicotinamide, or nicotinic acid, present in 
Vitamin B preparations used in food sup- 
plements. 

The New York State Racing Commis- 
sion’s chief chemist, Harry Peterson, said, 
“There is no room for error. The methods 
of analysis used definitely distinguishes 
nikethamide from these substances.” 


Peterson said that 3 important tests 


are used, 2 of which provided conclusive 
evidence. Microcrystal tests and paper 
chromatography both separate and iden- 
tify each of the substances, but spectro- 
photometric examination of the purified 
extract, while it is sensitive to all 3, does 
not differentiate them well, because they 
have similar ultra-violet absorption char- 
acteristics. 

Whether the drug was administered 
orally or otherwise could not be ascer- 
tained by the chemist. but Peterson did 
say, “After oral administration of a 
drug. it will usually be detected more 
readily in the saliva than in the urine. 
After parenteral administration, it will 
be detected more readily in the urine.” 

The drug was caught in a saliva test, 
Peterson said, nikethamide had been de- 
tected in urine as long as 914 hours af- 
ter administration and in saliva 2 hours 
after administration. 


Asked if he thought he could support 
his tests in a court of law, Peterson said, 
“My results can be defended. No positive 
report is given unless it is true.” 

Conceding that both horses had been 
given Coramine, the question, then, was 
why? 

One motive apparently has been ruled 
out. By common agreement, the 2 cases 
were not the work of a gambling ring. 
There were few pari-mutuel tickets sold 
in large denominations. And if the money 
had been wagered with bookmakers, it 
would have trickled back to the race 
track. 

One investigator. speaking for a New 
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Calumet Farm’s Prince’s Gate (right) came on at the top of the stretch to beat 
the favored Make Sail by a length in the one-mile Bed O’Roses Handicap. 
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York columnist last week. said, “This 
could very well be sabotage. What makes 
me think so is that neither case fits the 
usual pattern. There is no evidence what- 
ever of fix or coup, hence there must 
he something else behind it.” 

He added that there was another point 
to be considered, that of personal enmity. 
“That possibility is to be considered. but 
1 rather think they were booby-trapped 
to further a more subtle, sinister plot to 
harass and embarrass the track itself 
by creating unpalatable publicity, thus 
shaking public confidence.” 

Who would consider such action? 

“A vengeful bettor or disgruntled em- 
ployee.” he said.

best 2-year-old filly in the land last year. 
beat colts in her first start of the current 
campaign. Waiting in the wings was 
Berlo. now recovered from a minor injury 
that had delayed her return to training. 

Prince’s Gate. a 4-year-old daughter of 
Sun Again. won by a length from Cain 
Hoy Stable’s Make Sail. gaining her first 
added-money victory. It was hard-earned: 
Make Sail might have won it in a few 
more strides. The Cain Hoy runner. cer- 
tainly not getting one of Bill Shoemaker’s 
best rides, was blocked at the top of the 
stretch and took the worst of it in the 
drive. 

“She’s a run-of-the-mill filly. but wins 
enough to pay the bills.” said Calumet 
trainer Jimmy Jones of Prince’s Gate. 
The filly last year won 3 of her 8 races. 
earning $10.015. and her Bed O’Roses 
score, her second victory in 7 races this 
year, increased her total earnings to 
$41,732. 

Prince’s Gate ran the mile in 1:36°5,. 
and she paid $6.90. 

Bowl of Flowers overpowered colts 
while spotting them weight in the $10,000 
Jet Action Handicap, for 3-year-olds at 
Aqueduct on May 4. The Brookmeade 
Stable filly, best of her sex last year, ran 
like a well oiled machine in her first start 
this year. She spotted the colts from 3 
to 11 pounds, carrying 121 and winning 
by two lengths in hand. 

Jockey Eddie Arcaro said, “You don't 
have to say anything about Bowl of 
Flowers. she says it herself. She acts as 
good as last year. A lot of 2-year-old fil- 
lies don’t turn out to be good the follow- 
ing year like this one.” 

Bowl of Flowers’ next objective is The 
Acorn on May 20. She had not raced

since November 12, and trainer Elliott 
Burch had fretted on whether the filly 
would come back as good as last year. 

Bowl of Flowers tackled the colts in 
her first start this year because she was 
ready to run and because she was ready 
I entered her in the only race open at 
the time. She now has 16 days to get 
over this race before the Acorn. 

“She had a let of speed and was up 
closer than usual on the backstretch. A 
lot of them run like that in their first 
start. I hope she comes out of it all right. 
She pulled up good.” 

Bowl of Flowers was 1 to 4 in the 
wagering. and she was clocked in 1:2324 
for 7 furlongs. The track record is 1:22. 
Up Scope was second and Joedimag third. 

Another getting ready is Berlo, slowly 
being primed at Belmont Park for her 
1961 debut. It was here she upstaged 
older fillies and mares in the Ladies 
Handicap and Beldame Stakes. 

On the backstretch trainer Dick Han- 
dlen was explaining the filly’s engage- 
ments. “She’s all right.” Handlen said. 
“She just suffered a little setback this 
winter at Mr. (William) du Pont’s farm 
in Bellevue. Del. She pulled a plate, and 
it punctured the sole slightly. But every- 
thing is healed now, and she is ready 
for light training. 

“T don’t intend to run her early. It’s a 
long season and there’s no sense in rush- 
ing her.” 

Last year Berlo beat all comers in clas- 
sic tests and earned $198,446. At 2 she 


ran only twice, winning one and placing 
third. 

Last year Berlo won 4 in a row, in- 
cluding the Mother Goose Stakes and 
Coaching Club American Oaks _ before 
her streak was snapped in the Delaware 
Oaks. When she was off badly in the 
14, mile event and closed swiftly to fin- 
ish third. 

In her next race. The Monmouth Oaks, 
Berlo was out of the money for the first 
time in her career. Handlen then fresh- 
ened her at Saratoga, and she returned to 
the races in September at Aqueduct in 
the Gazelle Handicap, winning easily. 
The Beldame and Ladies followed, again 
easy triumphs. The Ladies was the final 
curtain for the stretch-running daughter 
of *Heliopolis. She was shipped to du 
Pont’s farm for a long rest. 

The 64-year-old Handlen, who has 
trained many champions for Foxcatcher 
Farms. including the other filly cham- 
pions Fairy Chant and Parlo, said, “I be- 
lieve she (Berlo) is better. But it is hard 
to say. I wouldn’t want to compare her 
with Gallorette. It’s too early. We'll 
have to wait and see.” 

Berlo is a big filly and Handlen said 
that the rest had done her good. “She'll 
go pretty good on the scales, too, and 
she is 16.2 hands now.” 


“She is not docile by any means,” Han- 
dlen continued. “None of the breed are. 
And she doesn’t like a lot of unnecessary 
noise around the barn. If she stays sound, 
she’ll probably be as good as ever.” 
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Laure. Having completed 7-race 
program, climaxed by the $4000 Chase Me 
Handicap on May 2, the jumpers left 
Laurel this week for more ambitious 
events at Delaware and Belmont Parks. 
Mutuel support for the hurdle events re- 
flected the 9 per cent decline in Laurel's 
28-day spring meeting, but the sport 
proved popular and contributed to the 
schooling of promising jumpers. From 
winter quarters in the Carolinas and hunt 
meetings in Maryland and_ Virginia, 
jumpers converged at Laurel’s wooded and 
carpeted racing site for the course’s sec- 
ond hurdle program in a bid to afford 
patrons a diversified program and to pro- 
vide another link to the recovery of the 
sport which once flourished locally.

Eight 
horses started in the 1°%4-mile event. in- 
cluding the F. Eugene Dixon Jr. entry of 
Praesepe and Air Delight and Mrs. Obre’s 
Royal Clipper. a coupling with Moon 
Rock. *Palladio. a French-bred 5-year-old 
roan gelding by *Tabriz—Giralda, by Fl 
Greco, significantly was the only import 
in the contest. 

Carrying a pound less than the top 
impost carried by F. Ambrose Clark’s 
Amber Diver (154), *Palladio was_re- 
strained in fifth position by Alfred 
(Paddy) Smithwick until the final turn, 
where he moved powerfully between 
horses to gain his second triumph of the 
season.

Addendum on Pull Gates 


Some things never change. one of them 
being the belief that “most everything was 
invented by Kentuckian. Leaving 
out the question of beaten biscuits, let us 
look at the matter of the “pull” gate. In 
News or Not, April 22. it is not claimed 
that this gate was-invented in Kentucky. 
but there is nothing to indicate that it 
was not. 

This time a definite date, 1898. is given. 
In western Maryland at that time these 


some 


gates had been in use so long that “the 
mind of man runneth not to the contrary.” 
A youngster made the grade physically 
when, from the seat of a buggy or other 
vehicle. he could open or close one of 
these contraptions without catching it on 
a dead center. Being 9 years old in that 
year, I was just about making the grade. 

Around home there was the patent 
model of a gate of a different design, 
to rise straight up and fold together 
somewhat like ferry-boat gates, designed 
by one of my ancestors. 

So I think we can claim priority. 

And speaking of priorities, I wonder if 
people in Fayette County think that the 
spikes on the main gates of Spendthrift 
Farm are an original invention. In Letters 
of Marque, Rudyard Kipling describes 
such gates at the ruin of one of central 
India’s desert cities, to keep an attacking 
force from forcing the gates by elephants 
pushing against them. Naturally, the 
spikes in India were somewhat higher than 
those at Spendthrift. since there were no 
automobiles to be deterred from “gate- 
crashing.” 

The note about Joe Palmer’s first grand- 
child recalls the grief and loss I felt at 
his death. Joe and I corresponded for 
years. It was at a time when I was quite 
ill. and his prompt and always amusing 
replies to my notes were much needed 
morale-builders.

The Derby Began ‘Jumping Up’ 
After Morvich Won in 1922 


Gus Petty. a fixture at Kentucky race 
tracks. says he is 80 years old. His fel- 
low workers say the 80 is a short count. 
that he really is 10 years older. At Keene- 
land and Churchill Downs. he waits on 
tables. at Ellis Park he works for the 
racing secretary’s office. His is 
ebony. his gray hair is clipped as close 
as the barber can make it. Age and lean- 
ness give him a wired-together look. 

“T aint missed a Derby since 1910.” 
Gus says with pride. “They didn’t have 
no club house at Louisville then. There 
was just a little old place where 5 or 10 
people could go in and get drinks. The 
Derby wasn’t nothin’ ‘til Morvich (1922) 
won it. then it commenced jumpin’up.” 

Racing in the early part of this century 
was recalled by Gus as a leisurely. little- 
regulated. folksy kind of sport. “At the 
old race track here at Lexington, every- 
body just went out there and was happy. 
I can remember. too, at Churchill Downs, 
helping make ‘goo (burgoo) on cold 
mornings. And they give it away; they 
didn’t care about sellin’ it. 

“The racin’ game has got clean. They 
used to do everything they wanted with 
horses. Back in the old days, if they’d 
run everybody away from the race track 
for doin’ wrong. then al! them old-timers 
you hear about now would all went.” 

Gus’s views of racing—and of the world 
in general—is not limited by Kentucky’s 
borders. He was born in Hot Springs, 
Ark.. and worked at the Arlington Hotel 
there for some 40 years. (“Used to be 
a good place when all them New York 
people had that town”.) He frequently 
went East to work, and says he saw Man 
o° War win his first race. When Keene- 
land opened, in 1935. the late Major 
Louie Beard “carried me upstairs in the 
club house to wait on the stewards.” 

Ellis Park at Henderson now is Gus’s 
summering place. He was installed there 
and left as a legacy to the track by its 
late owner. Jim Ellis. “I’m gonna stay at 
Dade Park till I die.” he declares. “Mr. 
Ellis said ‘fore he died, ‘Gus. you on the 
payroll as long as you live. I work in 
the racing secretary's office, in there with 
Mr. Lavin and them. I ain’t doin’ nothin’ 
though. I'm too old. I can’t think so good. 
I can remember far back better than I 
can about today. 

“T bet all the money I get. I bet every 
race. I get a pleasure out of bettin’. If 
it wasn’t for that. I wouldn't come to the 
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race track. If I don’t win. I get a thrill 
out of bettin’, even if it’s just 2 dollars.” 

The man Gus misses most today is 
the late Tom Bradley. one of the most 
highly regarded of racing officials. “In 
1923. Mr. Bradley stopped me the 
hotel at Hot Springs and said he wanted 
me to go home with him. He was one 
of the best men in Kentucky. During 
the depression. he used to go down. fill 
his car with groceries, and just go around 
givin’ to people. He always told me not 
to leave the race track owin’ nobody, or 
if | ever owed, to let him know.” 

Another thing that keeps Gus going 
is his friendship with Sam Sutton. a 
handsome, reserved head waiter at Keene- 
land and Churchill Downs. Sam came on 
the race track to be a jockey. rode some 
races. then got too heavy. Although he 
shows a few signs of age. he has been 
serving racing people for almost a_half- 
century. 

“Me and Sam been workin’ together 
the last 40 years.” Gus said. “We worked 
all over the country together. We been 
together since the tally-ho days. If Sam 
leaves here tomorrow. I'd leave the next 
day. I'd give up.”

The New Jersey Racing Commission 
unanimously voted not to change its rule 
prohibiting the use ‘of Butazolidin, pend- 
ing a report of the Thoroughbred Re- 
search Committee at the NASRC’s annual 
convention at Toronto in June. 


Harry F. Guggenheim. in a_ prepared 
text read to the Kentucky Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association at the Brown Hotel 
in Louisville, warned that “the profit mo- 
tive is playing a constantly more greedy 
role in racing.” 

He added: “When the improvement of 
the breed no longer becomes an incentive 
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of sportsmanship. and when great Thor- 
oughbreds are “sweated for brass’ and be- 
come mere commodities of commerce. the 
foundation of racing and all its complexi- 
ties will be undermined and the whole 
structure will collapse.” 

Humphrey Finney. who read the text. 
also accepted the KTBA_ broodmare-of- 
the-year award for Guggenheim’s Siama. 


Maurice Shevlin. of the Chicago Tri- 
bune, was elected president of the Nation- 
al Turf Writers’ Association. Robert 
Hebert. of the Los Angeles Mirror, was 
elected vice president. and Raleigh Bur- 
roughs. editor of Turf and Sport Digest, 
was named secretary-treasurer. 


John E. Moran, state senator from 
Cumberland. R. I. joined the board of 
directors of the Narragansett Racing As- 
sociation, replacing Raymond J. Me- 
Mahon. 


The directors of. Universal Controls, 
Inc. and the Universal Match Corp. ap- 
proved a merger of the 2 companies at a 
meeting in New York.

Racing Abroad 


Devon, Moutiers, 
A Notable Double 


Paris. Although flat racing in the 
Paris area begins in late February at St. 
Cloud, “real business” is considered by 
many as starting only in April. when 
regal Longchamp initiates its spring meet- 
ing. Usually. this happens on the first 
Sunday in April. but this year, because 
Easter fell on that date and because of 
some alterations in the racing calendar. 
Longchamp’s opening day was on Easter 
Monday. April 3. 

In place of the traditional Prix Ganay 
(a stakes formerly called Prix des Sab- 
lons). the day’s card featured 2 important 
tests for sophomores. the classical Gref- 
fulhe and the semi-classical Juigne. The 
opening took place in warm. sunny 
weather and drew a dense crowd which 
looked like a Grand Prix throng because 
of its summer attire. 

The new racing schedule of the Societe 
d’Encouragement starts with a bang in the 
$25.000 Greffulhe at miles. pro- 
duce stakes for 3-year-olds whose dams 
were bred in France. Reserved rather far 
off the pace. then in perilously close quar- 
ters at the last turn, Mrs. R. B. Strass- 
burger’s colt Devon (Worden—Sees. by 
*Court Martial) was brought to the front 
by Gerard Thiboeuf 2 panels from home 
and withstood the challenge of Belliqueux 
by a length. Bobar was third by 11. 
while Marcel Boussac’s unlucky Destral 
was fourth after having lost all chance at 
the start. 

The $8.000 Prix Juigne at 1,9; miles is 
reserved for first-time runners. This im- 
portant and very popular event. which al- 
most invariably draws a good field. has 
virtually become the monopoly of Francois 
Mathet. whose charges have won it 6 
times since 1953. the horses of Madame 
Volterra and Francois Dupre having been 
victorious 3 times each. To respect what 
is now tantamount to tradition. Mathet 
again trained the winner this year and 
also the third! 

Although trailing most of the way. 
Francois Dupre’s colt Match (Tantieme— 
Relance. by Relic) was brought on the 
outside by Saint-Martin soon after enter- 
ing the stretch and showed a terrific turn 
of speed to catch the leader, Bastan, and 
leave him standing still. together with the 
rest of the opposition, while the public 
gasped in admiring surprise. This was by 
far the most impressive victory of the day. 

Longchamp’s first Sunday. featuring the 
Prix Ganay. was again a real enchantment 
and drew a dense attendance. Nature was 
so resplendent that many people chose to 
reach the track by walking through the 
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Bois de Boulogne in order to enjoy the 
red and white blossoming chestnut trees. 
the thickly flowered lilacs, and the multi- 
colored tulip carpets. Under such perfect 
conditions, one was hardly sensitive to the 
usual setbacks, even to the complete fail- 
ure of the favored Hautain in the Ganay. 

This stakes, open to 4-year-olds and 
over, traditionally brings together the 
best French forces at the medium dis- 
tance of 114 miles. This year’s field was 
up to the usual standard. The 1960 Arc 
de Triomphe runner-up, Hautain, and 
third, Point d’Amour III, were challenged 
by Wordpam (winner of the 1960 Deau- 
ville Grand Prix), Turkrano, Malefaim. 
Or du Rhin, Derviche. and 8 others. 
Always close to the leaders. Baron Geof- 
frey de Waldner’s 5-year-old Javelot (Fast 
Fox—Djaina. by Djebel) took the lead 
at the top of the stretch, and energetically 
driven by Freddy Palmer. reached the 
post with 11% lengths to spare over Word- 
pam. Third by a head was the fast-closing 
Suffren. while Mrs. Strassburger’s Pen 
Mane faded completely after having 
loomed as a threat for a mile. Hautain’s 
poor showing — he finished only seventh 
——-in no way corresponded to his true 
class. 

On Sunday. April 16. Longchamp of- 
fered the $22.000 Prix Daru. for 3-year- 
olds with at least one parent bred outside 
of France. The race was easy prey for 


Mrs. R. B. Strassburger’s handsome colt 
Moutiers, which was 4 lengths to the good 
at the end of the 1,°; miles. The 8 to fol-

Another attraction was the return to rac- 
ing. in the $12.000 Prix Jean Prat at 
+a miles. of last year’s Are de Triomphe 
winner Puissant Chef. which was meeting 
12 opponents of high caliber. A favorite 
finally won. but not without imposing 
severe emotions upon his followers, as it 
was virtually under the wire that Puissant 
Chef managed to obtain a neck margin 


over several stubborn contenders, this 
blanket finish thrilling a delighted crowd. 
Taine. second. was a neck ahead of Bous- 
sac’s Flores; then half a length to boxed- 
in Tehuelche, and yet another neck to 
Le Ventoux, fifth. Despite’ the narrow 
margins, Puissant Chef's performance was 
satisfactory in all respects. 

The French Free Handicap topweight. 
Right Royal. was expected to canter away 
from his 2 opponents in a mile event in 
which Mme. Couturie’s champion was 
coupled in the betting with Mrs. P. A. B. 
Widener’s Aerodynamic, a training mate 
and still a maiden. The race was a com- 
plete disappointment (except to Mrs. 
Widener). since the American colt 
jumped ahead at the start, took a lead 
of more than 50 yards over his “sleeping” 
opponents. and reached the post as a 
runaway winner by 10 lengths over Right 
Royal. Cocomel. and Bastan. 

No conclusions can be drawn from 
such a race, except that it emphasized the 
necessity of coupling in the mutuels (as 
was done in this case. very fortunately ) 


horses of the same trainer even when 
belonging to different owners. which is 


the standard practice in the U. S. A.. but 
not in France. As to Right Royal. he 
seemed very fit and happy. so that the 
result must be written off to team tactics, 
which is fair enough in such a case.

Lonpon. Several records. as well as the 
hearts of most British punters. were 
broken when Rockavon stormed home to 
a 2-length win from Prince Tudor and 
the Irish-trained Time Greine in the Two 
Thousand Guineas. the first of the 
English classics. on April 26. 

Rockavon. at 66 to 1. was the longest- 
priced winner of this race in this century. 
He was the first classic winner to come 
from Scotland. where he is trained by 
George Boyd on the seashore at Dunbar 
in East Lothian. But fog. which had 
grounded Boyd’s London-bound aircraft 
at Edinburgh. prevented him from getting 
to Newmarket to share in the glory of his 
first classic success. 

Rockavon’s jockey Norman Stirk rides 
rarely in the south. and he had only rid- 
den 7 times before at Newmarket. al- 
though he won the Cambridgeshire there 
on Rexequus in 1959. The colt’s owner. 
Mr. Tom Yuill, a farmer in Aberdeen- 
shire. had never been to Newmarket be- 
fore. He owns only 2 other horses, and 
had never had a runner in a classic. 

Bookmakers confessed to having ex- 
perienced the most successful Two 
Thousand Guineas in living memory. 
Prince Tudor started at 66 to 1, too, while 
Time Greine at 25 to 1, ran on strongly 
to keep Pinturischio—hot favorite at 7 
to 4—out of third place. One of the big- 
gest operators told me that he had not 
struck a single bet on any of the first 3 
horses. 

Rockavon. a bay by Rockefella out of 
the Sir Cosmo mare Cosmetic. ran 8 times 
last year and won 3 times. but was rated 
21 pounds behind Typhoon at the end 
of the season. His racing was confined 
mostly to Scotland and the extreme north 
of England. The first time he appeared 
on a track was at Hamilton Park. near 
Glasgow. on May 21 last year, when he 
finished last of 8 runners in a 5-furlong 
race worth £207. None of the 7 which 
finished in front of him have won since 
then. 

There was no fluke. however. about 
Rockavon’s win in the Two Thousand 
Guineas. and there was no doubt that he 
would have beaten Prince Tudor even if 
the latter had not swerved badly and col- 
lided with the rails a furlong from home. 

Typhoon. second favorite at 6 to 1. 
failed to see out the mile. but there is 
little doubt that he will win plenty of 
good races over sprint distances for Mr. 
Neil McCarthy in America. where he will 
be racing from now on. 


Other non-stayers were Travel Light. 
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Test Case, and L’Epinay. all well backed. 
but there must still be Derby possibilities 
about Time Greine and Pintarischio. Time 
Greine’s main objective has always been 
Epsom rather than Newmarket. and 
trained Seamus McGarth well 
pleased with the performance of his colt, 
which will not run again before the 
Derby. 

Pinturischio is certainly not the won- 
der colt he was cracked up to be. but he 
ran a good race and still has scope for 
improvement. His suspect joints did not 
seem to trouble him. but I should hesi- 
tate to support him for the Derby if the 
going is hard at Epsom on the big day. 


Sweet Solera’s One Thousand Guineas 


The result of the One Thousand 
Guineas was highly satisfactory in that 
the finish was fought out by Sweet 
Solera and Ambergris. which had been 
rated best of their age and sex here last 
year. Sweet Solera. joint favorite at 4 
to 1. ran on well to beat Ambergris (10 
to 1) by a length and a half, with Indian 
Meldoy (100 to 6) some way back in 
third place. 

Sweet Solera. a chestnut by Solonaway 
out of Miss Gammon by Grandmaster, 
had won twice this season before going 
to Newmarket. Her win there was a 
great triumph for her 78-year-old trainer 
Reg Day. whose only other classic suc- 
cess had been with Solario in the St. 
Leger 36 years ago. 

Bill Rickaby. who rode the winner. is 
one of the most respected jockeys in this 
country. He served as a major in the 8th 
Army in the Western Desert and Italy 
during the war. and now. at 43. was win- 
ning a classic race for the first time. 

His father, Fred Rickaby. rode 4 win- 
ners of the One Thousand Guineas be- 
tween 1913 and 1917 and was killed in 
World War I in 1918. His father-in-law. 
the late Willie Jarvis, trained Scuttle to 
win the One Thousand for King George V 
in 1928. and he won the race again with 
Godiva in 1940. His uncle. William 
Griggs. rode the 1920 winner Cinna. 

Sweet Solera is now favorite at 8 to 1 
for the Oaks. but the breeding of Am- 
bergris—by Sicambre out of Quarterdeck, 
by Nearco—suggests that this filly will 
do better over the mile and a half at Ep- 
som. Mr. Danny Van Clief’s Mystify, 
joint favorite with the winner. ran a fair 
race to get fifth, and she too may do bet- 
ter in the Oaks, for it could be that she 
had not recovered fully from her win at 
Epsom a week before the One Thousand 
Guineas. 

It was tough luck for the Aga Khan 
that his brilliant Hyperion filly Opaline 
II had to miss the One Thousand Guineas 
because of a severe attack of colic. Opa- 
line II will have a chance to show how 
good she is when she runs in the Oaks.

Tulloch Hits, Moore Misses 


SypNEY. George Moore declined a 
tempting offer to return to France to ride 
the Aga Khan’s thoroughbreds because 
he hoped to be aboard Tulloch when the 
champion created an Australasian record 
in reaching the £100.000 mark in prize 
money won in this part of the globe. Af- 
ter a series of setbacks in events which 
a year or so back would have been gifts 
for him, Tulloch still had not reached 
the hundred-grand goal. and all over 
the land race-goers were screaming that 
the stable should retire their idol and for- 
get the £100.000. 

Tulloch finally did the trick. not at 
Sydney or Melbourne. the — principal 
venues of racing, but at a suburban race 
course a few miles out of Adelaide, 
capital of South Australia. Opposed to 
the weakest opposition in his life. he 
scored with ridiculous ease. by four 
lengths. Thus he took his bank balance 
up to £100.35814. 

Georgie Moore missed the ride for the 
good reason that he was under suspen- 
sion for his performance in a Syndey 
event. 

The Adelaide crowd. seeing Tulloch 
race for the first time. could have backed 
him with the bookmakers. had they been 
prepared to take 1 to 10 or his finishing 
quote of 1 to 7. 

And is Tulloch now to retire? Not on 
your life. He is in such form now that 
he is going to Brisbane to run in the 
weight-for-age O'Shea Stakes and also the 
Brisbane Cup. worth £10.000. After that. 
so they say. he will go to the stud. 

In 51 starts to date. Tulloch has posted 
34 wins. 12 seconds. 4 thirds. and once 
unplaced. When Phar Lap ran his last 
race at Aqua Caliente he had run 51 
times. for 37 wins. I think that when Tul- 
loch fades into memory. the experts will 
still be saying. “Well. there was only one 
Phar Lap.”
